Three Men Killed in Clash 
With Guards On 
Border

MOSCOW, March 28. — Soviet 
advices carly today reported Jap- 
anese cavalrymen had made a 
new incursion on Soviet Far Eas- 
tern territory and that three of 
the alleged invaders were killed 

in a clash with Russian border 
guards. 

M. Stomanyakoff, Soviet  vice- 
commissar for foreign affairs, im-| 
mediately protested against the al- 
leged aggression on Soviet territory | 
to Japanese Ambassador Tamekichi 
Ota. 

The reports of the encounter, 
which occurred Friday, came just 
after the Japanese governor had 
rejected a Soviet suggestion from 
the appointmen: of a mixed com- 
mission to probe the causes of 
disputes on the entire Soviet-Man- 
chukuan border. 

The latest reported engagement 
took place along the Arguni river, 
near the settlement of Borzinsky, 
Soviet accounts related. Five Jap- 
an¢se cavalrymen were said to have 
penetrated Russian territory, where 
they encountered a Soviet border 
patrol. 

SURVIVORS RETREAT

| been able to obtain employment. 


All the camps are filled and to add 
to the distress, woodchopper camps 


in the bush have now closed down | 


and the men formerly employed 
there are back in Goldfields adding 
to the general unemployment. 

Supplies are running ‘ow and 
are’ being brought in by air, add- 
ing materially to their cost. The 
ayerage meal costs a minimum of 
one dollar, and prices of other 
goods are in proportion. 

Every available bed in the town 
is filled and men are doubling up 
in tents and shacks and sleeping on 
the floors. Both room and food are 
at a premium and it is probable 
that a ban will be placed on anyone 
moving into Goldfields before the 
break-up unless they carry ,roper 
equipment and are financed to 
carry themselves until spring work 
opens up.

\NOTHER “NUISANCE TAX? 


The consumer won't have any for 
doubt about who pays the new provincial sales 
tax of 2 per cent. He is the person elected to 
do the paying, and will pay as he buys. 

The tax is to be collected over the counter 
when a sale is made. The merchant will not 
“absorb” it and stand the loss. He will add it 
to the price of thé article and collect from the 
buyer. If necessary, “tokens” representing a 
fraction of a cent will be introduced to enable 
him to collect on small purchases. The ex- 
planation comes from the Provincial Treasurer, 

This means that the sales tax is to be another 
“nuisance tax.” To fortify himself against con- 
tingencies the consumer will have to buy the 
“tokens” in quantity, carry them about like 
street railway tickets and postage stamps. He 
will need another ticket pocket in his wallet, as 
well as more money in the wallet, when he goes 
shopping.

Is this humor or sarcasm? It is a matter of 
knowledge to every observant newspaper 
reader in Alberta that for weeks the Premier 
has been bombarded by Opposition members 
with demands for the correspondence with the 
Major, bombarded so incessantly tht a few 
days ago he called on the Speaker to choke off 
further demands. 

Such “anxiety” to publish dccuments for 
which the Opposition were clamoring has sel- 
dom been seen, The information has had to be 
dragged from the reluctant Premier by persist- 
ence carried to the point of causing obvious 
exasperation.

There is no other imaginable purpose for inter- 
posing an “intermediary” committee between 
the correspondence and the people who have 
paid for it. 

Is this another instance of the “anxiety” of 
the Premier to acquaint the public with the 
dealings the past and present Governments 
have had with Major Douglas?

mond in his printed sermon “The City Without

churches. The new Jerusalem that John dreom- 
ed of on the Isle of Patmos, had foundations of 
jasper, sapphire, chalcedony, emerald, sardonyx, 
sardius, chrystolyte, beryl, topaz, chrysoprasus, 
jacinth and amythest, with gates of pearl and 
Streets of gold. However much it promised 
work for jewelers, it held no hope for the 
preachers. “And I saw no temple therein.” 

Announcement of “Go to Church” Day by 
Mr. Aberhart, reveals the fairness and wisdom 
of the rule laid down in this column of dis- 
tinguishing between the dual personalities of 
Wm. Aberhart, B.A. in his roles as a religious 
teacher and as a politician. 

As an injunction from Evangelist Aberhart, 
we all can respond and attend some church 
service on “Go to Church” Day. How very dif- 
ferent would the reception have been had it 
been made by the politician—personality known 
as Premier Aberhart! 

With the Evangelist Aberhart personality I 
have the fullest sympathy and understanding. 
I have been through a variety of religious ex- 
perience. From my sixteenth year till my 
eighteenth year I was under the thrall of the 
same theological concepts now held by Evan- 
gelist Aberhart. An anthropomorphic deity, 
with lawyer-like skill had drafted a plan of 
salvation that depended on trick interpretations 
of the documents. The secret was known only 
to a few travelling evangelists, drawn with 
Scriptural precedent from the artizan classes, 
who catered to the spiritual pride of little bands 
of believers. 

Luckily at that time I entered on a more 
spacious view of life and saw the reign of law 
from the ultra-microscopic atom (and later 
from the electron 2000 times smaller than the 
atom), to the expanding Universe with a mil- 
lion and a quarter great suns within view of 
a hand telescope, of whom our nearest neighbor 
Alpha Centauri is 26 trillion miles away. I saw 
worlds being crested in the spiral nebulae, and 
Vega and our own solar system hurtling to- 
wards each other at so rapid a pace that each 
day we are 2,000,000 miles nearer than the day 
before. (Note: Don’t let this scare you. Though 
Vega is a hundred times brighter than our own 
sun, it is still 200 million million miles away. 
When it gets abreast of our solar system 300,- 
000 years hence, radiation pressure will prob- 
ably keep it outside cur gravitational field). 
Then I learned something of the thoughts of 
great seers in other climes and ages, and of 
man’s tortuous ascent from lower forms of life, 
burdened by his brute inheritance. After that, 
it didn’t seem that the Deity was much con- 
cerned over what one ate for lunch, or cared 
which side one espoused in the problem that 
ancient churchmen fought and bled over, 
“Whether one begotten of the Unbegotten, be- 
gets the unbegottonableness of his Begetter.” 

But I’m glad I've been through an evolu- 
tion of religious experience. I can enter into the 
sincerity of Mr. Aberhart in his evangelistic 
aspect, in a way denied those who have not had 
that rich experience. 

Without that experience, one judging Prem- 
ier Aberhart by his political work, would make 
the error of thinking him insincere, whereas, he 
is host of a double personality. If you want a 
fascinating book on the queer problems of mul- 
tiple personality, get Dr. Morton Prince’s “Dis- 
sociation of a Personality”’-—the record of his 
treatment of a patient referred to as “Miss 
Beauchamp.” It is vastly more astounding than 
any work of fiction. 

In thirty years of watching Legislatures in 
Canada, I have never seen a worse political 
leader than Premier Aberhart. But though be- 
wildered he is not insincere 

Elected on a promise to reduce taxation, he 
has initiated the highest and most unjust forms 
of taxation in the history of Alberta. The full 
effect will be realized when the Codes get to 
work. 

Though the first plank 6f his platform is 
“Cease all outside borrowing and take steps to 
pay off the provincial debt,” he has done noth- 
ing but borrow from outside and increase the 
provincial debt. 

Denouncing political partyism, he has ini- 
tiated wholesale dismissals from the civil serv- 
ice, to make room for party friends. 

Giving a “guarantee” of $25 a month to 
every adult, he has refused to follow the ad- 
vice of Major Douglas, until now the inventor 
of Social Credit has repudiated him. Instead 
of “giving,” he and his party have been busy 
“getting.” They have got donations from poor 
people to speed the coming of basic dividends; 
they have got well-paid jobs for themselves, 
and now they are adjuring the faithful to sub- 
scribe three-quarters of a million dollars to 
give Mr. Aberhart the doubtful advantage of a 
personal news-organ.

When the Gall Bladder 
Becomes Sick 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The gall bladder is attached to the liver and 
acts as a small reservoir for bile which slowly 
flows into it from the liver. The bile stored 


in the gall bladder then reaches the intestine 
and is useful to digestion. The gall bladder may 
become “sick” and after the gall bladder ceases 
to function properly either 
because of sluggishness or be- 
cause of inflammation, it may 
become a serious menace to 
health. 

When the gall bladder 
fails to do its work in a nor- 
mal way, the first symptoms 
which develop are likely to 
be similar to those seen in 
indigestion. Most of the 
symptoms of an upset diges- 
tion are found in a gall blad- 
der disorder. Undoubtedly, many patients who 
believe that they have stomach trouble actu- 
ally have sick gall bladders. 


The amazing feature of these cases is how 
long the patient will worry along with his 
symptoms before seeking help. He may wait as 
long as ten years before deciding to see a 
doctor. Records show that patients “have en- 
dured gall bladder disturbances over a period 
of thirty years, without using any treatment 
or making any determined effort to obtain re- 
lief from the resulting distress. Inasmuch as 
it is usual for the symptoms to be partially re- 
lieved at intervals, the patient will have periods 
when the gall bladder is working fairly well in 
between the periods when it causes discomfort. 

Gall bladder inflammation is most frequently 
found after forty and is more common among 
women than among men. The usual condition 
is that of a mild chronic inflammation, although 
there may be no evidence of inflammation and 
the chief problem is that the gall bladder fails 
to function in a normal manner. 

Some of the early digestive symptoms seen 
in these gall bladder cases are belching of 
sour-tasting fluid, flatulence, discomfort after 
eaiing, heartburn, and poor appetite. Usually 
the patient has a list of foods which experience 
has proved do not agree with him. ss the case 
progresses, definite gall bladder symptoms may 
develop, such as a pain on the right side, near 
the liver, together with a heavy, dragging sen- 
sation. This may not be an actual pain, but may 
more closely resemble a disagreeable, nagging 
discomfort. Most of the distress is on the upper 
right side of the abdomen, although it may re- 
flex and appear as an ache under the right 
shoulder blade. Pressure over the gall bladder 
area with the fingers may elicit a feeling of 
tenderness. In describing this, the patient will 
say, “It does not feel sore unless I press upon 
it.”

The chief causes of a “sick” gall bladder are 
over-eating; lack of exercise; sluggish intestinal 
elimination; and other habits of living which 
are not good. As a general rule, the patient 
will be found to have-over-indulged in starch 
and sugar. 

In order to determine that the gall bladder 
is causing the symptoms, a careful examination 
must be made. The stomach should first be ex- 
amined, and if the stomach is normal, the pos- 
sibility that the gall bladder is the offender is 
thereby strengthened. In many cases, it 
advisable to make a special test of the gall 
bladder, called a dye test. When the gall blad- 
der is tested with the dye, it becomes possible to 
learn a great deal about the organ without the 
necessity of operating. At the end of the exam- 
ination, the doctor in charge will be able. to tell 
whether the blame for the symptoms may 
rightly be placed on an inflamed or poorly 
functioning gall bladder.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1816 the lieu- ( brief that Gore engineered the 


tenant governor of Upper Can- 
ada, Sir Francis Gore, sent a 
message to the legislature of the 


province, thanking them for their 


benevolence, a statement which 
is the sequel to an amazing inci- 
dent.

It may be that no prices will 
be fixed at all, Some articles are 
habitually used as loss leaders and 
there may be some desire to have 
prices fixed on them 

“But, to the avera 
the consuming public, we dd 
expect any difference will 
noticed when the codes come 
effect.”

STRANGE ORIGIN 

While it is not generally known 
the founding of the Grads basket- 
ball team came about more or less 
by an accident. Mr. Page tells it 
this way: “Hed it not been for an 
assistant of mine, it is doubtful if 
the team would ever have been 
formed. There were only two com- 
mercial classes in those days and 
we had no drill teacher so I asked 
my assistant, Dr. W. G. Carpenter, 
whether he would prefer to train 
the boys or the girls. He promptly 
chose the boys. So you see IT was 
left with the girls. Basketball was 
comparatively new in Edmonton at 
the time, but a high school league 
was being formed and our school 
wag urged to enter a team.” 


TEAM WINS 
CITY TITLE 

This team surprised itself and) 
other high school teams in the lea- 
gue by winning the city title. In 
the spring of 1915 the team chal- 
lenged Camrose Normal school cag- 
ers and succeeded in winning what 
was recognized as the first Alberta 
Women's Basketball championship. 
From that day to this, the winning 
of the title has become almost mon- 
otonous for, apart from a four-point 
loss to the University of Alberta 
hoopsters in i921, the Grads never 
lost a provincial contest. 

So impressed were the girls by 
their showing that they decided to 
stick together and seek future laur- 
els in the basketball realm. At a 
meeting in June, 1915, the Commer- 
cial Graduates’ club came into be- 
ing. The team was composed of 
Ethel Anderson, Geraldine Reid, 
Ella Osborne, (Capt.) Winnie Mar- 
tin, Nellie Batson, lola Mitchell 
end Mary Bremner. 

The team stuck together for a 
few years, but the natural inclina- 
tions of attractive young women led 
to other avenues than basketball 
and it was not long before some of 
the originals began to drop out. 
Coach Page, who had acquired a 
great fondness for the game and 
with the persuasion of the girls 
who decided to stick with the team, 
therefore had to set out to find 
new material. 


FARM SYSTEM 
Is USED 

It was largely due to this that 
he started his farm system which 
has been the chief factor in the 
Grads’ continued success, The 
Grads are fed their first rate mat- 
erial from three clubs—the Grad- 
ettes, senior and junior high school 
teams, It is a continuous progress 
from one team to another and by 
the time a girl has worked her way 
from the junior high school team 
to the Grads she has learned all the 
Page system can teach her. If she 
has a certain amount of natural 
skill and a determination to suc- 
ceed, she will probably stick.’ 

From their beginning the Grads 
met with marked success, but it 
was not until seven years of play 
that they were given their first 
big chance. The right to meet an 
eastern team for the Canadian title. 
The break came iy 1922 when they 
sent a challenge to the London 
Shamrocks, winners of the Ontario 
crown, to meet in a two-game ser- 
ies for the Canadian championship. 


LONDON AGREES 
TO PLAY 

London accepted the challenge 
but were only able to post a $600 
guarantee, while the cost of mak- 
ing the trip was nearly a $1,000 
more than this figure. The prob- 
lem of making the trip to London 
therefore was a vital one for our 
Grads. But after endured hard- 
ships Coach Page and six girls 
boarded the train and set out for 
London. They didn't even have a 
spare player for in those days the 
Grads played girl's rules with six 
players to a team 

As the London team were play- 
ing under the men’s code and the 
Grads under ithe women's rules it 
was agreed that one game should 
be played each way with the total 
points to count. The Grads proy- 
ed more skilful in their own style

But 
this time the Grads had become 
converted to the possibilities of the 
men’s code, so that both games of 
the series were played under men’s 
rules. Much to the delight of Ed- 
monton sport fans the Greds won 
both games, the first 17-5 and the 
second 34-22 

Encouraged by their success and 
on the advice of their friends the 
Grads wired a challenge to the self- | 
appointed “world champion” Cleve- 
land Favorite Knits. The Cleve- 
landers, however, had defeated 
every team in the United States 
that dared to play them. They pos- 
sessed a big husky team and didn't 
take the Grads as serious contend- 
ers. 

Although only a few of the Grad 
followers were optimistic enough to 
concede the Grads a fair chance of 
defeating the famous Favorite Knits | 
the whole city turned out to wit- 
ness the game and the arena was) 
jammed to the doors.

Its representative should 
be instructed that if the majority 
of the nations favored one scheme 
rather than the other Great Brit- 
ain would be willing to adopt that 
scheme.

NCIDENTALLY, the question of 

a fixed Easter came up, Lord 
Desborough, who preferred a 
twelve-month calendar. pointing 
out that it was indissolubly bound 
up with caJendar reform. Easter, 
he observed, could vary through a 
period of 35 days. In 1940 it would 
fall on March 24, almost the earliest 
possible date, and in 1943 on April 
25, the latest. 

As was mentioned by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Great Brit- 
ain has already taken steps to- 
wards a fixed Easter. In 1928 an 
act was passed, to come into operas 
tion when the various authorities 
agreed to it, ordaining that Easter 
Day should be the first Sunday af- 
ter the second Saturday in April. 

His Grace, without favoring 
either Mr. Cotsworth’s or the rival 
plan said he found it impossible to 
resist the proposal for reform, Both 
plans, by the way, provide that the 
year shall always begin on Sunday. 
A blank day, which would not be a 
day of the week and is called “Year- 
Day” by Mr. Cotsworth, disposes of 
that odd 365th day which causes all 
the trouble, becoming a general 
holiday 

The Archbishop apparently over- 
looked the fact that in advocating 
the adoption of one or other plan 
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seems to be right about the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury) but he pos- 
sibly under-estimates the opposition 
that would arise from millions of 
devout adherents of the Christian 
churches and from millions more of 
Jews and Mohammedans the world 
over, 
T ALL events, the British gov- 
ernment will have nothing to 
do with either calendar, more par- 
ticularly Mr. Cotsworth’'s 

The government, it will be recall- 
ed, burnt its fingers not so very 
long ago ever a much less revolu- 
tionary proposal. Using the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation as its 
stalking-horse it tried to persuade 
the public to accept a day the 
hours of which were numbered 
consecutively from one to twentye 
four, instead of running from one 
to twelve and then starting all over 
again, 

The B.B.C. began cautiously by 
printing both figures in its time- 
tables, thus: “Fifteen o'clock 
(three p.m.)". The general public 
took it quietly enough up to that 
point, but when the B.B.C. cut out 
the old numeration altogether and 
one had to do sums in mental ar- 
ithmetic to find out what “17:30” 
or “21:15” meant there was such 
widespread complaint that the old 
system was very speedily resumed. 

Lord Feversham, speaking for the 
government, said that as a result 
of investigations that had~ been 
made it hed been found that there 
was no general discontent with the 
present calendar. A parliamentary 
committee that had gone into the 
matter had come to the conclusion 
that the thirteen-month calendar, 
in particular, was definitely repug- 
nant to British feeling. 

There was no definite demand 
for a change at present he said and 
the government could not well 
agree to give a. lead on the matter 
at Geneva. If the subject were 
placed on the agenda of the Com- 
munications and Trarsit Commit- 
tee it would have the most serious
